The opening Jead by West is 
his fourth best. club, the three 
spot. Kast wins the trick with 
the ace and returns the seven of 
clubs which the declarer wins 
with the queen. Declarer then 
plays the jack of diamonds which 
West covers with the king, North, 
the dummy, winning the trick 
with the ace. 


Declarer can now count. three 
diamond tricks, two club tricks, 
the ace of hearts and the ace of 
spades. If the spade finesse is 
successful, it would only give him 
two odd. He must try for a bréak 
in the heart suit. If the declarer’ 
were to lead the queen of hearts 
from .dummy and East held the 
king. he would cover and’ the de- 
elarer would be forced to go up 
with the ace, while if East does 
not hold the king, West will win 
the trick. It is a good rule never 
to Jead an honeur to take a finesse 
unless you have something behind 
it to establish. 


The correct play is, for the de- 
clarer to lead the three of hearts’ 
from the dummy and go right up 
with the ace in his own hand. He 
should then return the deuce ‘of 
hearts and when West plays the 
ten should play the queen from 
dummy. Now the small: heart is 
returned and West is foreed to 
win with the king. ° 


West leads a club which the de- 
elarer wins with the king. Declar- 
er should Jead the seven of hearts, 
West will discard the five of 
spades and the declarer will win 
the trick with the nine in dummy, 
The six of dtamonds-is returned 
to the declarer’s ten and the seven 
of diamonds’ played back to 
dummy’s queen. This puts the 
declarer in a position to take the 
spade finesse if he so desires. The 
jack of spades should be led from 
dummy and when East plays the 
elght the finesse should not be 
taken, because if West happens to 
hold the good diumond as well as 
the good club, with the king of 
spades, the declarer’s contract 
will be. lost. Declarer should go 
right up with his ace of sprdes 
and grant his opponents the last 
two tricks.

As un schoolboy I remember the 
ury of contemporary critics when 
Max Nordau launched his indict- 
ment of those democratic . ideas 
which were u fetish.of the sturdy 
Vietorians,. Grave and reverend 
seigneurs who had sat at the fect 
of Gladstone recoiled with horror 
and indignation from such flat 
blasphemy. But to-day that dat- 
ing iconoclast is being impressive- 


ly cororborated by the inexorable’ 


logic of historic: fait accomplt. 
The world is experiencing at this

moment a reaction from demo- 
cracy, and 4 revival of autocracy, 
Which i enough to’ make our Vic- 
torian forebears. turn in their 
fraves.

Statesmen Impotent. 


Why is it that demoéracy, whieh 
Most of us were taught to regard 
as an faspired, revelation, ig | be- 
sinning to experience the’ tremors 
of senility even before it: has 
quite abandoned — its swaddling: 
clothes? The explanation seems 
tolerably simple. The 1914-18 
upheaval has so shaken the com- 
plex edifice of the world’s econ- 
mics that the whole structure 
quakes tu: its very foundations. 
That colossal international exe 
'plosion has’ produced a situation 
in which statesmen are no longer 
captains of the fate of nations. 
Material — cireumstances’ oyer- 
whelm their puny efforts. 

When doctors fail not merely 
to cure but even to diagnose the 
patient's symptoms, there is al- 
Ways a. danger that the sufferer 
may turn to quack remedies. That 
is how convinced ‘disciples ‘of the 
democratic’ system now excuse 
the Very natural impulse, of dis- 
tressed and bewildered people to 
try out. for some liberating dicta- 
tor, When events) or cireum- 
stances transcend human control, 
mankind demands a miracle. That 
specious theory may be faintly 
Consovlatory to yood democrats, 
reared in the doctrine of the vor 
popull vox Dei, but there is a pos- 
sible snag in it. 

How if the popular urge to- 
wards autoeracy in some in- 
stances produces its Man of Des- 
tiny, and the dictatorships de- 
monstrably shape more efficiently 
and capably against the post-war 
cataclysm than do the still stead- 
fast democracies ? 

That is a possibility which has 
now to be faged; ind which, with 
great autocratic States cheek by 
jowl with great democracies, ean- 
not concelvably be burked: If 
the: dictatorships flourish and 
nuke good, while’the democracies 
: ae

Tho world will hasten to make it- 
self anfo.for democracy by revert- 
ing to autocracy, And ‘there is 
nothing under heaven to enable 
Gven the most fervent disciples of 
democracy to say at this moment 
that such an impulse might not 
be right. At this precise moment 
any impartial student of affairs 
must admit quite frankly that de- 
Mocracy is not cutting a good 
figure. It seems utterly impotent 
to avert its own, and perhaps 
civilisation’s, rapidly impending 
doom, 
Evnding tho Truth. 


But hore xrises another most 
Pertinent inquiry. 

Ia it realy democracy that is 
failing in the present abnormal 
emergency that confronts the 
world, or is it only the anointed 
Apostles of demotracy wha Iack 
wisdom and courage? 

_ The latter appears: to me to be 
incontestably the true explana- 
tion of the plight to which estu- 
blished political principles have © 
heen brought. Really ‘educated 
and well-informed people every- 
where, in Eurepe and America, 
have long realised that the 
world’s capitalist system, which 
has been the slow and scientific 
krowth of centuries, ia tottering 
under a strangle load of. war 
debts. In France, in America, 
and in every other country, the 
leaders of politicnl thought know 
that. They know the ®eneral 
cancellation must come; that it is 
not only an imperative necessity 
but a stone-wall- inevitability. 
‘Yet they lack the strength of mind 
and courige of leadership to tell 
their preat democracies the blunt 
truth. ; ‘ 

Preeiscly the same fear of the 
democracy, inherent'in the hearts 
of the very leaders'of democracy, 
obstructa the catse of ‘interna- 
tional disarmament, Statesmen sce 
clearly which way lies the path 
of wisdom and security, but they, 
hesitate to take it because they 
are afraid their democracies may 
turn and rend them. ‘ , 

That drend is born of their in- 
stinct that party politicians, who . 
| Row everywhere have . in their 
hands the working of tha domo- 
cratic” system where it gtilP 
obtains, will promptly seize: on 
their action to sway democracy 
by its baser paysiona the wrong 
way. If that sounds an exagrera- 
tion, let anyone ponder calmly on — 
the effect the impending American 
presidential elections are having 
on the world crisis, or to what 
extent. recent | European confer- 
ences were reduced. to fiasco by 
the mere fact that popular elec-: 
tions were taking place in France 
and Germany. We have tthe 
agonishing spectacle of the world 
stumbling to disaster because the 
nationa fear cavh other and dis- 
trust themselves, 

When Mr. Ramsay MacDonald 
returned, Still hoping against 
hope, his head bloaded but un- 
bowed, from Geneva the other 
day, he told us at 10 Downing 
Street that the atmosphere had 
been unpropitious, The. French 
and German elections were too 
close. I speculated in my mind 
at the time whether the Prime 
Minister, sturdy democrat that he 
is, fully realised what an indict- 
ment that was of his cherished 
faith in democracy, rs

But - is it'so certain that the 
American voters of the Middle 
West, or the French electors of 
.the Midi, would fall to endorse 
one clear call‘to 2 policy of 
general debt oblivion? Ta it not 
possible that statesmen unduly 
exaggerate the power even of 
party politicians to stampede an 
intelligent democracy? If de- 
mocracy collapses amid the post- 
war debacle that theatens us, it 
will be becnuse its leaders lacked 
faith in their people. - . 

The physician’ who donbts ris 
own medicine is little ‘likely to 
effect miraculous.curcs. No more 
is the doctor who fears. hia pa- 
tient’s abjlity to assimilate ‘that - 
Autocracy’s great and 
obvious ‘advantage over de- 
mocracy, ‘especially in times of 
great crisis, is its capacity to act 
swiftly and resolutely. When the 
storm bursts upon the sea-sick : 
barque, it is no moment for’ the 
captain to cnnvas the forecantle’s 
views about the barometer. De- 
mocracy needs, ‘in moments of 
emergency, the autocratic stimu- 
lus of strong Jeadership. In a 
sense the Jenders of democracy 
must be ita dictators, Without 
such inspiration, democracy is 
ke-n motor car that lacks petrol. 

What. ts mainly wrong with our 
post-war democracy ig that ity 
sparking plug in not working, 
The apostle of democracy’ who 
trembles -to toll his disciples the.

Both vessels were entered in the 
Cruising Club’s Biennial Race’ to 
Bermuda which started from Mon- 
tauk Point, Long Island, last Satur. 

In the dark hours of -yester- 
day mornin the Adriana dis- 
covered she was on fire and in dan- 
ser of complete destruction, 

The flare of her Verey pistols on 
the horizon. caught the attention of 
the Jolie Brise. Mr. Somerset turn- 
ed back to aid his stricken rival, 
The sea was running high, and in 
the opinion of experta here it wns 
only the magnificent seamanship of 
Mr. Somerset and his crew that 
avoided a complete tracedy. :

the dispute being submitted to 
them, In other words there is to 
be a lapse of nine months before the 
members can have the right of 
going to war. Now this interven- 
ing period is of the greatest im- 
portance. It is generally known 28 
the “‘cvoling-off” period. It allows 
the disputunts ’ to cool off before 
they decide on the declaration of 
war. They are to have ample-time 
to deliberate ever the consequences, 
and in the meantime the Council or 
any third party will be doing their 
best to find n peaceful means of 
settling their dispute. But what’ ia 
to happen if the couneil and or the 
third party fails to find a means of 
setiling the dispute. Here then 
comes what is commonly known as 
the gaps in the Covenant. After 
the lapse of nine months, the 
partjes have nu right of war; but 
the members have also agreed that 
they will not go to war with the 
party that complies with the re- 
port of the council, or the judicial 
de¢ision or the award of the 
arbitration. This provision is to 
act as a.deterrent to the party that 
is keen on war for reasons obvious 
to itself. 


Unfortunate Gap, 


There is, unfortunately the other 
xap. If the Council fails to reach 
a report which is unanimously 
agreed to by the members of the 
Counci}, other than the parties ito 
the dispute, then, the parties are 
xiven the right to take—in plain 
language, the uw into their own 
hands. ~ : 

The. next article which I think 
T ought to refer to is Article 16, 
known us the Sanction urticle. 
lefore the Kellogg Pact, members 
of the League were afraid that 
should they enforce this article. 
they would come into conilict with 
the U.S.A. This article gives the 
league as a body the right to sever 
diplomatic relations with — the 
Covenant . breaking state; enforce 
economic blockade, .or take any 
other measures it may deem neces- 
sary, satya 
The members of the league were. 
afraid that if they were to enforce 
any economic sanction against ary 
state friendly to the United States 
they would be coming into a logger- 
head with the United States. But 
since the Kellogg Pact, this un- 
warranted fear hag been surrender- 
ed. It was the United States who 
had championed the Puct, and it is 
not conceivable that the United 
States will not respect a treaty for 
which she has been responsible. 


The Kellogg Pact. 


Let us now see what the Pact is. 
By Article 


article is in the 
negative form. It does not say 
that the signatories must settle all 
their disputes by pacific means but 
that if they do settle any ‘dispute 
they must do so by pacific means, 
The party therefore which would 
benefit from the status quo, will 
not be too anxious to seck any 
settlement. Besides there are no: 
pacific means of settling any Inter-' 
national dispute enumerated which | 
the signatories can. apply. But

‘On the other hand the Pact by 
Article 11 takes’ away all rights of 
war from the members and if my 
memory is correct all the members 
of the League are also the signa- 
tories of the Pact, with the addi- 
tion, of course, of the US.S.R, and 
the U.S.A. which are signatories of 
the Pact but not members of the 
Teague, It, is also well to mention 
here that breuch of the Covenant 
is invariably ajso a breach of the 
Tnrct. So we see that the two oc- 
casions on which the membera -of 
League have a right to resort to 
war a8 members of the League are 
taken away from them by the 
Kellogg Pact. * 


Admirable Example, 


Let me, before I conclude give 
you ‘nn admirable example, of how 
the Council work’s to prevent an 
outbreak of war. In 1925 the 
Greek army: invade Bulgaria, The 
Bulgarian Government of once tele- 
phoned to Sir Eric Drummoned the 
Seeretary General of the League 
Seerctariat. Within a few hours 
the Council! mer in Paris, some 
members having arrived by air. 
At the Council meeting it wag un- 
anlmously agreed’ by all) members 
other than two disputants that the 
order ‘Cease Fire’ be immediately 
sent out to both governments, M. 
Briand who was then President re- 
fused to hear any argument by 
elther party until both has given 
assurances that the order of ‘Cense 
Fire’ has been complied with. 
Subsequently vo representatives 
were called upon to put their case 
before that meet austere and most 
honourable body. 

This means of preventing an out. 
break of war is certainly commend- 
able but one will find that it is not 
so exsily applied against the Great 
Powers. The Small Powers comply 
with the order readily, in fear of 
sanction which “vould not be im- 
probable, but Great Powers are less 
ready to-comply with the ordc: ge 
they will know that article 16 will 
not be so readily appliec. ayninst 
them, tnd = more so When one or 
more of the members of the coun- 
cil, do not not actively support ‘the 
League. This disohedience of the 
order of the Council of course only 
eceurs when the treaties both the 
Convenant and the Pact are violated 
and so do not in any way run caun- 
ter to my argument. 

From !what .I have already said 
T hope you will agree with me that 
‘f nations adhere strictly to thelr 
treaty obligations the possibility of 
war is negligible. * 

- In conclusion T must ask you to 
overlook certain inaccuracies in the 
use of terms during the course of 
the lecture. I have attempted to 
put befure you some of the im- 
portant articles of some of the in- 
ternitional treatics, in common 
every day language which as some 
of you must know, is not quite the 
same ag in treaties and in other 
‘oval documents. (Applause),

BRIBERY “ALLEGED 


THREE INDIAN POLICE 
BEFORE COURT 


Serious éhargen of snecepting 
bribes from a shop-master of Sat 
Street, were’ preferred against 
three Indinn membors  of_ the 
Police Force, Sergeant Mirza Khan 
“(B416), ‘Lance Sergeant Feroze 
Shah (B187) and Police Constable 
Birkat Ali (B746), on their ap- 
peurance be”ore Mr. Schofield at 
the Central Police Court yesterday 
afternoon. 

Mr. W. la Bart Sparrow | (Divi- 
sional Superintendent of Police) 
prosecuted, ‘and Mr. M. -K. Lo ap- 
peared for all defendants. 

Outlining the presecution’s case, 
Mr. Sparrow raid: that the 
principal Witness was the master 
of a preserved: vegetables shop at 
11, Sai Street. He would say that 
from about the middle of May last 
year he was in the habit of making 
certuin payments of money. vary- 
ing from $2 to 60 cents, te the 
three defendants, who were at that 
time stationed at the Upper Levels 
Police Station. . 

On July 6 last, Inspector K. W. 
Andrew, officer in charge of the 
Station, visited 11, Sai-Street and 
made certain. enquiries, He was 
shown a book in which were par- 
ticulars of payments made to the 
three defendants on certain dates, 
That book, the master entered up 
exch evening himself. 


Systematic Bookkeeping. 


The puyments to the defendants ! 


actually commenced on May 18 last 
year, being those in the case of 
Seryeant Bo4f5. Those payments 
continued until April 30 this year. 
Shortly after that date B 415 was 
transferred to another station and; 
the payments stopped. In the case! 
of 415 the last six entries in” the| 
book were taken to form the’ sub- 
ject of the six counts which Were 
brought against him. 
. In the case of. B187 the first pay- 
ment was made on April 2 this 
year, and three Subsequent pay- 
ments were made, the last being on 
July 2 last. These four entries 
formed the. subject of charges 
against B187. - 

There was only ono entry against 
B76, and that on April 29 last. 


The principal witness would say 
that he had paid the three men to}

Holding four small of a suit 
headed by an ace, opposite four 
aniall headed by the queen seems 
to be a combination of cards that 
ix rather diMeult for the beyin- 
ner to play.

Declarer then 
plays the jack of diamonds which 
West covers avith the king) North, 
the dummy, winning the — trick 
with the ace. 


Declarer can now count three 
djamond tricks, two club tricks, 
the uce of hearts and the ace of 
spades. If the, spade finesse ia 
successful, it would only give him 
two odd. He must try for a break 
in the heart suit. If the declarer 
Were to lend the queen of hearts 
from dummy and East held the 
king he would cover and the de- 
elarer would be forced to gO up 
with the ace, while if East does 
not hold the king, West will win 
the trick. It is a good‘ rule never 
to lead an honour to take a finesse 
unless you have something pehind 
it to establish, 


The correct play is fur the de- 
clarer to lead the three of hearts 
from the. dummy and go right up 
with the ace in his own hand. He 
should then return the deuce of 
hearts and when West plays the 
ten should play the queen from 
dummy. Now the small heart is 
returned and West is foreed to 
win with the king. @ 


West leads a club which the de- 
clarer wins with the king. Declar- 
er should lead the seven of hearts, 
West will discard the five of 
spades and the declarer will win 
the trick with the nine in dummy. 
The six of diamonds fs returned 
to the declarer's ten and the seven 
of diamonds played back ‘to 
dummy’s ‘queen. This puts ° the 
declarer in a position to take the 
spade finesse if he so desires, The 
jack of spades should be led from 
dummy and when East plays the 
eight the finesse should not be 
taken, because if West happens to 
hold the good dinmond as well us 
the good club, with the king, of 
spades, the declarer’s contract 
will be lost. Declarer should go 
right up with his ace of spades 
and grant his opponents the last 
two tricks. 


By leading a small heart to the 
ace and a small heart back to the 
queen the declarer hus made his 
contrast of three No Trunip.

NATIONS MUST HONOUR’ 
OBLIGATIONS 


ROTARY TALK 


. That the possibility of war is 
negligible if signatories of the 
League of Nations Covenant und 
the-Kellogg Pact adhere to their 
treaty obligations, was the conten- 
tion of Mr. R. C. H. Lim, barris- 
ter-at-law, in his address to mem- 
bers of the Rotary Club at the 
weekly tiffin yesterday. t 

Mr. Lims subject was “Some Re- 
cent International Treaties.” In his 
address he dealt mainly with the 
Covennnt of the League of Na- 
013, an. the greatest peace yes- 
ture. ever made by the United 
States of America, the Kellogg 
Pact, : 

Some of the International. Peace 
Treaties which I would like to pre- 
sent to you, said Mr. Lim, are the 
Covenant of the League of Nations 
and, the Kellogg Pact. In) my 
opinion if all members of the 
League and all the signatories of 
the Pact adhere strictly to their 
treaty obligations, the possibility 
of war is really negligible. In fact 
I-daresay that it would be so 
negligible that even the militarists 
and naval experts would at once 
withdraw most, if not all of thei 
objections to a eneral disarma- 
ment, but as we all know such is 
not yet our happy Iot. 

Absence of Sanction. 


The absence of sanction to en- 
force any rules of International 
Law is certainly a great drawback. 
In- Municipal law we have | the 
Police force and the Courts of Law 
from which redress could be sought 
end obtained. In International 
aaw it is true that we have th: 
court, which came into existence 
only 8 decade ayo; but the au. cue 
of any eflicient body to enforce any 
judgment of, the Court = makes 
nations reluctant to refer their dis- 
putes to the Permanent Court of 
International Justice. It 1a how. 
ever gratifying to note that all the 
judgments that were delivered and 
the oninions referred to the Court 
by the Council of the League have 
been faithfully carried out... At 
this juncture [ would like to men- 
tion the optional clause. When the 
Jurists, “by virtue of article 34 
of the Convenant of the League of 


Nations, set to draw out the statute |. 


of the Permanent Court of Inter- 
national Justice they were faced 
with the very dificult problem’ of 
whether the jurisdiction of the 
Court should be made compulsory 
or voluntary. They were forced to 
a compromise which — resulted in 
article 36 of the Statute. This 
article is now known as the Optional 
Clnuse because, by this . clause 
nations are given -the option 
af shoosing cither a compulsory or 
the voluntary jurisdiction of the 
Corrt.” If they: choose the com- 
pulsory jurisdiction, they sign this 
clause which binds them to abide 
by the judgment which ‘the Court 
may deliver in any diapute to which 
they are parties. They have the 
option of signing this clause entire- 
ly at their own discretion. Let me 
in passing say that Great Britain 
‘signed the clause about two years 
ago and she was subsequently 
followed by quite few others. Japan 
has not sigmed ‘it and the Chinese 
signature has lapsed, 


War Unlikely. 


Tnow come to my. main argument. 


namely that the possibility of war 
is neligible. if all members of the 
League and the signatories of the 
Pact adhere strictly to their treaty 
obligations, ‘By the Articles 1., 
12, 13, 16 of -the Convenant the 
members. of the League ugreed that 
should any dispute arise between 
them, they. will submit them to 
cither (a) Arbitration, (b) Judicial 
Settlement, (c) Inquiry by the 
council of the League, and further 
that they will not go to war until 
three months after the award of the 
arbitration; the decision of the 
Permanent Court, or the report of 
the Council, All these three bodies 
are to deliver their respective de.

In some countries, it is the cus- 
tom to remind the listener to a 
Bach concert, for example, that 
there is such a thing as chewing- 


dentifrice and electric combs read 
from every pulpit in the land be- 
fore the sermon; great cricketers 
might add to their slender pay if

FACT of the utmost signi- 
fieance in the postwar world 
is the way in which established 
democracy is being challenged by 


§] a clearly reviving impulse towards 
| dictatorship. 


This fs qulte un- 
mistably the tendency everywhere, 
and not Jeast in Europe, the very 
cradle of democratic. principle. 
Without bothering with minor ex- 
amples, which are many and 
varied, .three of the grent historic 
States of Eurupe, Russia, Italy, 
and Germany, have completey cut 
the democratic apron strings. : 

As a schoolboy 1 remember the 
fury of contemporary critics when 
Max Nordau launched his indict- 
ment of, those democratic ideas 
which were a fetish of the sturdy 
Victorians.’ Grave and reverend 
scigneurs who had snt at the feet 
of Gladstone recoiled with horror 
und indignation from such flat 
blasphemy, But to-day that dar- 
ing iconoclast is being impressive- 
ly cororborated by the inexorable 
logic of historic fait accompli. 
The world is experiencing at this 
moment a reaction from. demo- 
ctacy, und a revival of autécracy, 
which is enough to make our Vic- 
toriun forebears turn in their 
graves, ¥ 

‘This is a truly sardonic sequel 
to ® great war which was to make 
the world safe for democracy, 
But it is best to face the facts, 
and, without exaggerating them, 
to endeavour to analyse — their 
political import. 


Statesmen Impotent. 


Why is it that democracy, which 
most of us were taught to regard 
as an inspired revelation, is be- 
sinning to experience the tremors 
of Senility even before it hag 
quite abandoned its awaddling 
clothes? |The explanation seems 
tolerably simple. |The 1914-18 
upheaval has so shaken the com- 
plex edifice of the world’s econ- 
mics that the whole structure 
quakes to its very ‘foundations, 
That colossal international ex. 
plosion has produced a situation 
in which statesmen are no longer 
captains of the fate of nations. 
Miterial circumstances — over- 
whelm their puny efforts, 

‘Vhen doctors fail not merely 
to cure bit even to diagnose the 
patient’s symptoms, there’ is al- 
ways a danger that the sufferer 
may turn to quack remedies. That 
ix how convinced disciples of the 
democratic system now  excuac 
the very natural impulse of dis- 
tressed and bewildered people to 
cry out for some liberating dicta- 
tor. When events or circum- 
stances transcend human control, 
munkind demands a miracle. That 
specious theory may be faintly 
consolatory to yood democrats, 
reared in the doctrine of the veg 
popult vox Dei, but there is a pos- 
sible snag in it, 

Now if the popular urge to- 
wards autoeracy in some in- 
stances produces its Man of Des- 
tiny, and the dictatorships de- 
monstrably shape more efficiently 
and capably against the post-war 
catnelysm than. do the still stead- 
fast democracies? 

That is a possibility which has 
now to be freed, and which, with 
great autocratic States check by 
jowl with great democracies, cun- 
not conceivably be burked. If 
the dictatorships flourish nd 
make good, while the democracics

At this precise moment 
any impartial student of affairs 
must udmit quite frankly that de- 
mocracy is not cutting a good.

* Evading the Truth. 


But here arises another moat 
pertinent inquiry. 

Ia it really. democracy that: is 
failing in the present abnormal! 
emergency that confronts the 
world, or is it only the anointed 
apostics of democracy who Inck 
wisdom and courage? ' 

The latter appears to me to be 
incontestably the true explana- 
tion of the plight to which esta- 
blished political principles have 
been brought. Really educated 
and well-informed people every- 
where, in Europe and Amerien, 
have . long realised that 
world's capitalist system, which 
has been the slow and scientific 
growth of centuries, is tottoring 
under a strangle load of war 
debts. In France, in America, 
and in every other country, the 
leaders of political thought know 
that. They know the general 
cdncellation must come; that it is 
not only an imperative necessity 
but a stone-wall  fnevitability. 
Yet they lack the strength of mind 
and courage of leadership to tell 
their great democracies the blunt 
truth, : 

Precisely the same fear of the 
democracy, inherent in the hearts 
of. the very leaders of democracy, 
obstructs the cause of interna- 
tional disarmament, Statesmen see 


clearly which way lies the path, 


of wisdom and security, but they 


hesitate to take. it because they 


are afraid their democracies may 
turn and rend them. 

That dread is born of their ine 
stinct that party politicians, who 
row everywhere fave in their 
hands the working of the demo- 
cratic system where 
obtains, will promptly -seizo on 
their uction to sway democracy 


by its baser passions the wrong. 


way. If that sounds an exdggera- 
tion, let anyone ponder calmly on 
the effect the impending American 
presidential elections are having: 


extent recent European confer- 
ences were reduced to fiasco by 
the mere fact that popular clec- 
tions were taking place in France 
and .Germany, ‘We have tthe 
agonishing spectacle of the world 
stumbling to disaster because the 
nations: fear each other and dis- 
trust themselves. " 

When ‘Mr. Ramsay MacDonald 
returned, still hoping against 
hope, his head blooded but un- 
bowed, from Geneva. the other 
day, he told us at 10 Downing 
Street that the atmosphere had 
been -unpropitious. The French 
and German elections were too 
elose. I speculated in my mind 
at the time whether the Prime 
Minister, sturdy democrat that he 
is, fully realised what an indict- 
ment that was of his cherished 
faith in democracy. 


The Strong Hand. 


But is it so certain that the 
American voters of the Middle 
West, or the French electors of 
the Midi, ‘would fail to endorse 
one clear call to. a policy of 
weneral debt oblivion? Ia i¢€ not 
possible that statesmen unduly 
exaggerate the power even of: 
party politicians to stampede an 
intelligent democracy? If  de- 
mocracy collapses amid the. post- 
war debncle that theatens us, it 


will be because its leaders lacked - 


faith in their people. 

The physician who doubts ris 
own medicine is little likely to 
effect miraculous cures. No more 
ig the doctor who fears his: pa- 
tient’s ability to assimilate, that 
medicine. 
obvious ndvantage over de- 
mocracy, especially: in times of 
great crisis, is its capacity to act 
swiftly hnd resolutely. When the 
storm “bursts upon the sen-sick 
barque, {t is no moment for the 
captain to canvas the forecastle's 
views about the barometer. De- 
mocracy needs, in moments: of 
emergency, the autocratic stimu- 
lus of atrong leadership. In o 
sense tho Jenders of democracy 
must be its dictators. | Without

TOYOOKA MARU 
BLAMED 


That the Toyooka Maru did not 
know what her position was even 
before she heard the first. whistle 
of the Kinngsu was the contention 
of Mr. Eldon Potter, K.C., when 
he opened the case for the Chinn 
Navigation Company before the 
Full Court of Appeal this morning. 

The Court is -hearing' the appeal 
of the’ Nippon Yusen Kaisha 
against a judgment of Sir Joseph 
Kemp in favour of the China Navi- 
gation Compuny.. 

Three judges (Sir Peter 
Sir Joseph Kemp, Mr. 
Wood) and two naval 
(Commander E, D. Brooke, 
and Lieut. Commander 
Halpmin, IN.) are 
case, 

Mr. Eldon Potter, K.C., and. Mr. 
F.C. Jenkin, K.C., are represent- 
ing the China Navigation Company, 
and Mr. 1H. G. Sheldon is represent- 
ing the Nippon Yusen Kaisha, 

.Mr. Sheldon entered upon — the 
third day of his address which he 
finished at 11.45. In all, he spoke 
for 10% hours. . 

“KIANGSU BLAMED. 

“Assuming that. the Toyooka 
Maru was negtigent, which of 
said Mr. Sheldon, 
“Lo submit that the Kiangsu was 
also negligent and was the main 
contributor to the accident.” 

According to the “judgment at 
the lower Court, he continued, the 
Kiangsu was to blame to the extent 
of not stopping: when she heard the 
Toyouoka ~~ Maru's — whistle. The 
onus wis on her to prove that this 
action did not contribute towards 
the accident and she failed to dis- 
charge that onus. ‘Phe Chief Jus- 
tice had applied the subsidiary rule 
in favour of the Kiangsu; in other 
words, found that with ordinary 
skill and seamanship the Toyooka 
Maru could have avoided the colli- 
sion at the Inst.moment. 

In finding as he did, added Mr. 
Sheldon, the Chief Justice had quot- 
ed but one authority. This autho- 
rity, he submitted, had no reference 
to the present case. 

When the collision occurred, said 
Mr. Sheldon, the Teyooku Maru 
had proceeded on her course 1.7 
cables inside the anchorage. His 
final - contentions were that — the 
Kianesu hid no right to be inside 
the anchorage ground and wag 
being navigated at a dangerous 
speed, i ‘ - 

RESPONDENT'S CASE. 

Mr. Potter then commenced the 
plaintiff respondent's reply. He in- 
timated that he would deal with 
all points except: the dropping of 
auchors, which Mr. Jenkin would 
handle, 

“Our attack on the Toyooka Maru 
is that she had no right to chanjce 
her course at 7.483 and steam across 
the fairway, he said. “She did this 
despite the fact that she knew a 
ship was inward bound.” 

The argument that she could not 
anchor in the fairway because that 
was a punishable offence, did not 
hold, he contended, . The ‘Toyooka 
Maru owas inside the southern 
limits of the fairway at the moment 
of collision. 

Mr. Potter traced the course of 
the Toyooka Maru. “Her moye- 
ments before she reached her 7.43 
position’ were shrouded in my- 
stery”, he said. “I will submit that 
she did not even know where she 
was, *

WHAT THE BOY AND MIDDLE-AGED 
MAN SHOULD PLAY 


BOWLS AN ANTIDOTE TO WORRY 


Everyone who ean, should play ; 
ytome kind of game. not only tor 
the physical benelit hat may be 
derived, but’ for the feeling | of 
mental exhilaration that | accom. 
panies it. Without * pleasure, 
jartmes would not be worth while 
playing, for pleasure has a de- 
finite’ health yalue, 

The tendency to-day, however, 
is to take up aport at too early an 
wre, when the muscles are not in 
a fit condition to stand the strain 
of competitive sport. And when 2 
child ovértaxes its strength the 
consequences are apt to be seri- 
ous. Therefore, in my estimation, 
the best kind of sport. six or 
seven years’ of age is rope or tree 
climbing. Don't encourage — chil- 
cren lo compete with each olher at 
so ently an ape; let them gradu- 
ally harden and develop their 
muscles in the open. In tree 
climbing i child can do no more 
than pull its own weight abott, 
and this will not harm it in the 
least.

the dispute’ being submitted to 
them. In other Words there is to 
be a lapse of nine months before the 
members can have the right: of 
going to war. Now this Interven- 
ing porlod fs of the greatest im- 
portance. It is generally known as 
the “cvoling-off” peftiod. . It nllows 
the disputunts to cool off before 
they decide on the ‘declaration of 
war. They are to have ample time 
to deliberate ever the consequences, 
and In the meantime the Council or 
any third party will be doing their 
best to find a peaceful means of 
settling their dispute. But what is 
to happen ff the council and or the 
third party fails to find a menns of 
settling the diapute. Here then 
comes what is commonly known as 
the gaps in the Covenant. 
the lapse of) nine months, 
parties have a right of war; but 
the members have also agreed that 
they will not go to war with the 
party that complies with the re- 
port of the council, or tho judicial 
the award of the 
arbitration. This provision: is to 
act as a deterrent to the party that 
igs keen on war for rensons obvious 
to itself, 


, Unfortunate Gap. 


There is unfortunately the other 
wap. If the Council fails to reach 
au reporL which is unanimously 
agreed to by the members of the 
Council, other than the parties to 
the dispute, then, the parties are 
wiven the right to take—in plain 
language, the law into thelr own 
hands, 

The next article which I think 
I ought to refer to is Article 16. 
known as the ‘Sanction article. 
Before the Kellogg Pact, members 
of the League were afraid :that 
should they enforce this article. 
they would come into conflict with 
the U.S.A. This article gives the 
league as a body the right to sever 
diplomatic relations with — the 
Covenant breaking state; enforce 
economic blockade, or tuke any 
other measures it may deem neces- 
sary, 

The members of the league were 
afraid that if they were to enforce 
nny economic sanction against ary 
atnte friendly to the United States 
they would be coming into a logger- 
head with the.United States. But 
since the Kellogg Pact, this un- 
warranted fear has been surrender- 
ed. It way the United States who 
had championed the Pact, and it is 
not conceivable that the United 
States will not respect a treaty for 
which she has been responsible. 


The Kellogg Pact. 


Let us now see what the Pact Js. 
By Article 1 the Signatories — re- 
nounced war as an instrument of 
natiorial policy; and by Article.2 
they agreed to seck no settlement 
or solution of any dispute of what- 
ever nature, and of whatever orixin, 
except by pacific means. 

You must have doubtless notreed 
that the second article is in the 
negative. form. It docs not say 
that the signatories must settle all 
their disputes by pacific means but 
that if they do settle any dispute 
they must do so by pacific means. 

The party therefore which would 
benefit from the 
not be ‘too «anxious to seek any 
settlement. Besides there ‘are no 
picific means of settling any Inter- 
national dispute enumerated which 
the signatories can apply. But 
ee the Pact in conjunction 


status quo, will. 


with the Convenant we .sce that 
euch supplements the ‘other. ‘The. 
Council of the League with its vast 
experlenco is in & position to supply 
this need, namely the pacific means, 

On the other hand the Pact by 
Article 11 takes away all rights of 
war from the members and if my 
memory .is correct all the members 
of the League are also the signa- 
tories of the Pact, with the addi- 
tion, of course, of the U.S.S.R. and 
the U.S.A, which are signatories of 
the Pact but not members of the 
League. It is ‘ulso well to mention 
here that brench of the Covenant 
js invariably also a -breach of the 
Pact. So we see that the two oc- 
casions on which the members of 
Lengue have a right to resort to 
war 18 members of the League are 
taken sway from them by the 
Kellogg Pact. 


Admirable Example. 


Eat me, before I conclude give 
you an admirnble example, of how 


«| the Council work’s to prevent an 


outbreak ‘of war. In 1926 the 
Greek army invade Bulgarian. The 
Bulgarian Government of once tele- 
phoned to Sir Eric Drummoned the 
Secretary General of the League 
Scerctariat. Within a few hours 
the Council met in Paris, some 
members having arrived by air. 
At the Council mecting it was un- 
animously ugreed by sll members 
other than two disputants that the 
order ‘Cease Fire’ be immediately 
sent out to both governments. M. 
Briand who was then President re- 
fused to hear any argument by 
cither party until both has given 
assurances’ that the order of ‘Cease 
Fire’ hag been complied with. 
Subsequently twe representatives 
were called upon to put their case 
before that meet austere and most 
honottrable body. 

This means of preventing an out. 
broak of war is certainly commend- 
able but one will find that it is not 
so easily applied against the Great 
Powers. The Small Powers comply 
with the order readily, in fear of 
sanction which would not be im- 
probable, but Great Powers arc less 

ready to comply with the ord’: es 
they will know that article 16 will 
not be ko readily appliec. against 
them, and more so when one or 
more of the members of the coun- 


cil, do not not actively support the. 


League. This disobedience of the 
order of the Council of course only 
ocuurs when the treaties both the 
Convenant and the Pact are violated 
and so do not'in any Way run coun- 
ter to my argument. : 

From what [ have already said 
I hope you will agree with me that 
‘f nations adhere strictly to thelr 
treaty obligations the possibility of 
war is negligible. 

In conclusion I must ask you to 
overlook certain inaccuracies in. the 
use of terms during the course of 
the lecture. I have attempted to 
put before you sume of the im- 
portant articles of some of the in- 
ternational treatics, in common 
every day Innguage which as some 
of you must know, is not quite the 
same as-in treaties and in other 
loyal décuments. (Applaure). *

that we, an Rotarians, should throw 
up our hands in despair. We 
should, like our friend, the spenker 
at this tiffin, zo on thinking und 
talking about. the ideal and try to 
help in our small way to bring the 
“sood time coming” uppreciabdly 
nearer, 

As a student of history und 
philosophy, I do not forget that 
man is a bundle of warring incon- 
sistencies, and history, like nature 
abhors a straight Jinc—savagedom 
and civilization were alternatively 
advancing and receding. A noted 
Englishman declared ina rhetorical 
moment once that “history and 
homicide “are indistinguishable 
terns.” : 

The primary obstacle on the road 
to International peace and co-upera- 
tion ig racial and national exoism, 
as Kipling says in one of his ‘stories 
about the baboon “Baboon, baboon, 
you hia we Kot too much ego in your 
cosmos,” 

The ‘ Eskimos ¢all 
“the complete people,” 
neighbours, the Indians. are “louse 
eres”, and every nation believes 
that it is the cerftre of the universe. 
The result is that you have many 
circles with a centre‘ but without 
the cireumference which is obvious- 
ly absurd. 

No amount of international pacts 
und treaties can get rid of this 
deadliest forms of selfishness in 
provincialiam and national egoism, 
until mankind can understand that 
politics and ethics have a close cen- 
nexion. Tolerance, patience and 
faith and justice are 
what we need in this period of 
world-wide chaos ~ and anarchy, 
Nationalism in the spirit of co- 
uperation and tolerance will lead to 
scood internationalism. Therefore, 
the golden age of co-operative inter- 
nationalism need not be so long in 
coming if every nation fries to 
practise tolerance, patience and 
egelflessness not spasmodically, but 
in season and out of season. It de- 
rends pon ourselves. 

We are indeed much indebted to 
Mr. Lim for his instructive address 
und on behalf of. all the Rotarians,
